By WILLIAM F. ARBOGAST 
WASHINGTON — (ZP)—West­ 
ern Republicans mapped plans to­ 
day to try to put the House on a 
five-day work week in a drive for 
a summer recess.

long week-ends at home. 
Seven western Republicans have 
been designated to try to arrange 
with the House leadership a more 
strenuous legislative program in 
the hope that it will be possible 
to take a summer recess.

also used in former years—of the 
House adjourning from Thursday 
to Monday, with an understand­ 
ing there will be no major legis­ 
lation on Mondays.

OMAHA BEACH, Normandy— 
(ZP)—General

Eisenhower 
came back to Normandy’s beaches 
today for the first time since his 
armies wrested them from Hit­ 
ler’s Nazis seven years ago. 
The occasion was the D-Day 
anniversary, celebrated on 
the 
once blood-soaked sands where 
Allied troops blasted 
open 
the 
German “Atlantic Wall” to make 
possible the liberation of Europe. 
Eisenhower, now supreme com­ 
m ander of Atlantic pact forces 
being built, up in Europe against 
any new aggression, has

seen these beaches in peacetime. 
His first tour of the Normandy

DiSalle had indicated in his 
brief exchange

newsmen 
before the m eeting that he was 
going to stand by his meat order. 
He said: 
“Apparently some cattlemen and 
feeders are withholding livestock 
from the market to see if the roll­ 
back order will be rescinded. 
“Well, it won’t be.” 
And Mr. Trum an had previous­ 
ly said DiSalle’s order had his 
blessing and backing. It slices ten 
cents a pound off the stockyard 
price of beef in three nicks. The 
first cut took effect this week. 
The others are scheduled for Aug.

servation. 
“The elim ination of the pres- 
sent program w ill not only limit 
the use of the en tire are, but al­ 
so will have an undesirable ef­ 
fect on the econom ic aspects.

access roads an d other facilities 
should not h a v e a detrim ental 
effect on the w ildlife of the area,

to step without cru sh in g a dozen 
or so. 
When they sw a rm across 
highw ays they create a dangerous 
hazzard, cars crushing th em into 
a super-slick coating. 
N othing seems to

T h ey go over fences an d across 
creeks. 
Whenever th ey com e to 
a b arrier, millions pile up b u t get 
b y — even going over houses. 
P o p lar trees are th e m ost pop­ 
u la r with the caterpillars. 
Pop­ 
la rs in invasion areas a r e d en u d ­ 
ed, as if by winter. 
H ard m a­ 
ples also are attacked, but not so 
viciously. 
The insects pass

m ost grasses and

stra w b e rry leaves w hile stripping 
off blossoms. 
S om e 
farmers

cides, but as they killed thousands,

Fire safety measures to protect 
the Delta Convalescent Home anc! 
the 50 older persons 
who 
make 
their home there have been com­ 
pleted as required by the 
state 
lire marshal’s office, it was 
an­ 
nounced today by A. M. Gilbert, 
director of the Delta county soc­ 
ial welfare department. 
The state fire marshal’s inspec­ 
tion and order for improvement 
were made last 
November. 
The 
work has been completed ai 
a 
cost of about $8,000 and is 
now 
approved by the state following 
recent inspection. 
Cost of the fire safety improve­ 
ments was paid for by the s o c k 
welfare board, assisted by a spec­ 
ial $7,300 appropriation 
by 
tho 
countv board of s u p e r v is o r s . 


E lim in a t e Watchman 
An automatic fire alarm system, 
with 57 stations thermostatically 
controlled 
to 
sound 
an 
alarm 
when temperature at any of the 
57 points in the building reached 
a temperature of 120 degrees, was 
one of the state requirements. Six 
alarm bells ring when the tem­ 
perature rise 
is recorded. 
There 
are also six 
manually 
operated 
fire alarm stations in the building. 
If the county had failed to com­ 


ply with the state order it would 
have been 
necessary 
to 
place 
fniee night watchmen 
on 
duty, 
one on each of the building's three 
floors, Gilbert said. 
The state 
lire 
marshal 
also 
would have required that no bed 
patients be kept on the

iloor ot the Convalescent 
Home, 
which would have meant removal

The Convalescent Home is 
located outside the city of Escan­ 
aba, beyond the fire hydrant sys­ 
tem. 
Previously the only fire protec­

All stairways in the

have been enclosed and fire es­ 
capes h^ive been widened 
to bec! 
width. 
Completion of the required im- 
porvements in fire safety permits

Individual use of firew orks is prohibited 
in M ichigan, except for com m unity p ro ­ 
gram s th a t a re presented at F o u rth of 
July ce lebrations and other special events 
under th e supervision of experienced op­ 
erators.

“ Any person who shall offer for sale,

candles, bo m b s or other firew orks of like

Governor Signs 12 
Bills. Vetoes Two 


LA NSING — (ZP) — Governor 
W illiams yesterday 
vetoed 
his 
second bill of the 1951 legisla­ 
ture, a m easure increasing bene­ 
fits for w orkers dying of silicosis. 
He said he agreed 
w ith 
the 
theory of the bill but that it had 
two serious errors. 
He expressed hope the legisla­ 
ture would repair the error by 
passing another bill, now in com­ 
mittee, w hen it returns Ju n e 28 
for its sine die adjournm ent ses­ 
sion. 
Benefits Too Low 
The vetoed bill, the 
governor 
said, apparently erioneously would 
limit silicosis victims* 
survivors 
to death benefits of $600 if they 
should die soon after the bill w ere 
to become law. 
The bill was sup­ 
posed to raise the m axim um bene­ 
fit from $6,000 to $10,000. 
In addition, Williams said, the 
bill contains a m andatory physi­ 
cal exam ination section which the 
state suprem e court has declared 
unconstitutional. 
W illiams 
also 
vetoed 
a 
bill 
which would raise fees for teach­ 
ers institutes and 
force 
every 
teacher to pay the fees. 
He said 
m em bers of no other 
profession 
are required by law to pay fixed 
fees for their annual conference. 
Williams signed 12 other bills, 
including the lour so-called an ti­ 
welfare chiseling bills which 
he 
vetoed last year on 
the 
theory 
that they wore outside the scope 
of his m essage to the then spe­ 
cial legislative session. 
He said he was 
not 
satisfied 
w ith them yet, but that they w ere 
recom m ended by the state w elfare 
dep artm en t and w ere passed in a 
m ore thoughtful mood than two 
year* ago. 
Standards Tightened 
One requires state adm inistra­ 
tive board approval before 
the 
state can b ear m ore than 50 per­ 
cent of a county’s welfare costs. 
A nother allows 
counties to de­ 
mand reim bursem ent agreem ents 
for aid given a person whose as­ 
sets are tem porarily frozen, an ­ 
other allows the state to w ith­ 
hold w elfare funds from a county 
which violates its own standards 
of w elfare eligibility. 
A fourth sets up tighter 
wel­ 
fare eligibility standards. 
It re­ 
quires relief 
applicants 
to 
first 
exhaust any other possibility 
of 
aid, such as alimony, unem ploy­ 
m ent com pensation, old age 
as­ 
sistance, and reasonable em ploy­ 
ment.

Require m inority parties to cast 
five (instead of two) percent

the next prim ary election ballot. 
Give Muskegon county

Increase the salary of the O ak­

HONG K O N G —(ZP)—An A m eri­ 
can Rom an Catholic bishop, a n a ­

The plight of Bishop Remberto 
Kowalski was disclosed today in 
the Moscow press, which printed 
dispatches from Peiping. China. 
The Moscow story said Bishop 
Kowalski and an assistant priest 
face “severe punishm ent.” 
(Sources at the Detroit archdi­ 
ocesan office said Bishop K ow al­ 
ski was born at Calumet in the 
M arquette diocese Dec. 3, 1884. 
Moscow reports said the trial 
was being held in “Uchan,” and 
gave only the Chinese names of 
the m issionaries—the bishop.

no choice. 
Ike Fteels Lonely 
The 
change 
in circumstances 
from last January, when he first 
went to Europe, to now is almost 
as great as tie change from day 
to night And the principal factor 
in this 
charge, 
influencing 
all 
other circumstances, 
is the 
dis­ 
missal of General M acArthur and 
the political explosion it touched 
off. With tie intense preoccupa­ 
tion over tie M acA rthur issue, it 
would not ie surprising if Ike felt 
somewhat lonely out on the long 
European limb. 
That preoccupation has got in 
the way if m any things, and par­ 
ticularly in Congress. Belatedly

Avoid Over-Grazing, 
Farmers Are Told 


When 
you’re 
thinking 
about 
spring pasture management, m any 
questions com e to mind, says J . 
L H e in ra n , Delta county ag ricu l­ 
tural agent. 
To help with so.ne of 
the answers, he lists 
some 
tips 
from C. J . Little, 
Upper 
P en in ­ 
sula extension livestock specialist 
for M ichigan S late College. 
L et the Height of the grass d e­ 
term ine the time 
to 
turn 
you r 
cows out 
to pasture rather than 
the calendar. Little advises. 
O ver-rrazin g of spring pastures 
is one of the first causes of low 
productivity, 
thin 
stands, 
and 
w eak growth. 
This is particularly 
true on our permanent grass pas­ 
tures. 
Common Ju n e grass and w hite 
clover m ixtures should be allow ­ 
ed to m ak e a growth of four in ­ 
ches and rotation pasture six to 
eight inches before turning the 
cow s in. 
Continuous close grazing d im ­ 
inishes 
root 
reserves. 
In 
this 
weakened condition, 
plants 
are 
unable to m ake 
satisfactory 
re ­ 
covery 
and 
produce 
m axim um 
forage. 
It is a common practice to turn 
cows on too early in the spring 
over-stock and pasture late in the 
season. 
U nder such conditions, 
plants do well to 
survive 
even 
with the most favorable soil and 
clim atic conditions. 
Cows producing over 15 to 20 
pounds of milk per day should be 
fed some grain to maintain bode 
weight and 
continue 
the 
milk 
flow. 
Since grass is high in pro­ 
tein. home grown grains are su f­ 
ficient. 
No protein concentrate is 
needed to supplement tho pasture I 
and cereal 
grains. 
Research 
at 
the Upper Peninsula E xperim ent 
Station at Chatham 
shows 
that 
cows on spring pasture produce 
as 
well 
on 
the 
fanners 
hom e 
grown grains alone as when pro­ 
tein supplements are added.

Spring Cleanup, 
Farmers Advised 


Spring cleanup time m ay mean 


a thorough cleaning lor the house 


and yard but the barn is ofter 


neglected. 
C. J. Little, M ichigan 


S tate College extension livestock 


specialist, advises that 
a 
clean 


barn can mean healthy cow s. 


Cleaning up the barn 
can 
be 
one of the most effective methods 
of preventing 
such 
diseases 
as 
B ang s disease, mastitis and scours. 
H ere are Little’s suggestions for 
a cleanup campaign: 
1. Remove all manure and ru b­ 
bish from the barn. 
P ut it in a 
place where livestock 
will 
pot 
com e in contact with it 
2. l f possible, replace old wood­ 
en floors with hard-surfaced m at­ 
erial. 
3. If dirt floors are to be re ta in ­ 
ed rem ove several inches of soil 
and refill the 
area 
with 
fresh 
gravel or other suitable m aterial. 
4. Drain stagnant pools of w ater 
and fill the holes with solid m a t­ 
erial. 
If drainage is impossible, 
fence off the wet area. 
5. Sw eep the barn 
and 
scrub 
thoroughly with a 
lye 
solution, 
using one pound of lye to 15 gal­ 
lons of water. Another good prac­ 
tice is to 
follow the 
scrubbing 
with a spray of approved d isinfec­ 
tant such as eresol.

Is Major County 
Project This Year 


The major construction project 
oil the program of th e Schoolcraft 
county road com m ission this sea­ 
son is the resurfacing of the In­ 
dian Lake road w h ich 
extends 
I rom the M-94 b rid g e to Indian 
Lake and back to M -94 again near 
the Ripple farm , it is announced 
by Eugene Jo hnson, county road 
engineer. 
The road, extensively used by 
vacationists, reso rt operators and 
Manistique residents, has not un­ 
dergone m ajor rep a irs in several 
years and is now filled with holes. 
It is one of the m ost heavily trav ­ 
eled county roads in the area. 
Also scheduled for attention in 
Hiaw atha tow nship is the Beck­ 
m an road, ex ten d in g north two 
and one-half m iles from the In­ 
dian Lake road at th e Agiler Deh- 
lin farm. 
T his.road will be given 
a new grade. 
County road crew s 
are 
now 
completing a new grade on the 
Little Harbor road in Thompson 
township. 
The p roject was start­ 
ed last year and is soon to 
be 
completed. 
This road, extending 
south from Thom pson, 
connects 
with a Delta county 
road near 
G arden. 
The E rickson road 
in 
Thompson tow nship also will be 
given a new grade w h en work on 
the Little H arbor road is com­ 
pleted. 
G rade raising also is slated on
